Gases Explode After Leaving 
the Crater—Kennan and 
His Party Safe. 


{BY DIRECT wile ro THE TIMES. 

FORT DE FRANCE, May 2,—(Ex- 
clusive Dispatch] The government 
steamer Topaz arrived here this morn- 
ing from Grande Riviere, bringing 225 
refugees from that place. About four 
hundred inhabitants were left behind, 
but_ they will be brought here tomor- 
row, as will also residents of other 
northern towns. 

A priest at Morne Rouge has sent 
a letter to Aymee, the American Con- 
sul, stating that the people of that 
place have been starving since May 
& The administration has sent no 
supplies to them. The town lies eight 
miles north of St. Pierre. It is sit- 
uated inland, and communication with 
it has been cut off. The Vegetati 
has perished, and animals are dy 
for want of food. The people are liv- 
ing on drift foodstuffs found in the 
stores. The priest appeals to the Con- 
sul to relieve them. The Italian War- 
ship Calabria has arrived there. 

Prof. Hill of the American Geo- 


Wednesday morning the professor left 
Deux Choux and walked to within Re- 
teen kilometers of Fort de France, 
where he borrowed old horse from 
a negro and continued his way. The 
carriage met him five kilometers from 
Fort de France and brought him back 
to town, where he arrived at 11 o'clock 
this morning. 

Prof. Hill neard the explosion of this 
morning while on his way into Fort de 
France, and he said a cloud of black 
emoke at a great height was drifting 
slowly to the southeast. Speaking per- 
sonally of his expedition to Mont Pe- 
lee, he said: 

“My attempt to examine the crater 
of Mont Pelee has been futile. I suc- 
Aceeded, however, in getting very close 
to Morne Rouge. At 7 o'clock Monday 
night I witnessed from a point near 
the ruins of St. Pierre, a frightful ex- 
plosion from Mont Pelee, and noted 
the accompanying phenomena. While 
these eruptions continue, no sane man 
should attempt to ascend to the crater 
of the volcano. Following the salvos 
of detonations from the mountain gi- 
gantic mushroom-shaped columns of 
smoke and cinders ascended into the 
clear, starlit sky and then epread in 
@ vast black sheet to the south, and 
directly over my head. Through this 
sheet, which extended a distance of 
ten miles from the crater, vivid and 
awful lightning-like bolts flashed with 
alarming frequency. They followed a 
distinct path of ignition, but were dif- 
ferent from lightning in that the boits 
were horizontal and not perpendicular. 
This is indleputable evidence of the 
explosive oxidation of the gases after 
they left the crater. This is a most im- 
portant observation, and explains in

. “Mr. Kennan witnessed the explo- 
sion of Monday night, and was much 
interested in the phenomena. The ex- 
plosion was accompanied at intervals 
by bright light, which lasted for half 
an hour at a time. This light was 
steady and illuminated the entire moun- 
tain top. Prof. Hill says he did not see 
this light. I left Mr. Kennan and his 
party in good health and safe. They 
seemed to be in no hurry to come back 
to Fort de France. 

„The explosion of this morning was 
accompanied by an enormous column 
of smoke. which rose fully three miles 
into the alr, but which was largely hid- 
den from view of the people of Fort de 
France by a heavy cumulus, There was 
consequently no panic here. This col- 
umn of smoke was seen from the Brit- 
ish cruiser Indefatigable while she was 
at sea. The Indefatigable arrived here 
this morning to make an attempt 
to recover the body of the British Con- 
sul at St. Pierre, Mr. Jepp. and the 
archives of the consulate. With this 
end in view. the cruiser proceeds this 
afternoon for St. Pierre, but the ex- 
plosion of this morning probably made 
it impossible to effect a landing 2

“WARIS NOT NICE.“ 
“WAR IS HELL.” 


(FROM THE ARGONAUT (EDITORIAL.) MAY 192) 


are not pretty. By this we 

mean pictures of real war. The 
war pictures which are pretty are those 
of dragoons, culrassiers, lancers, hus- 
gars, going forth gay in the panoply 
of steel and brass and nodding plumes, 
marching to martial music, with silken 
colors floating at their front. The 
other pictures are the kind that Ver- 
esthagin paints — mutilated men, 
blinded and bleeding men, men with 
faces shot away, men with legs and 
arms shot off, headless human trunks 
writhing like the bodies of decapitated 
chickens, blood and bowels aud brains 
scattered everywhere—the hideous ooze 
of war. Those are faint attempts at 
true pictures of real war. 

No, war is not nice; war pictures are 
not pretty. People who like pretty 
pictures, who think that war is nice, 
had better stop reading this article at 
once. It will not please them. 

Did you ever see a fight? We mean 
a real fight. Not a “glove contest,“ or 
even a prise fight. The average man 
has seen many such. He has seen 
fights under the London rrize-ring 
rules, where the fight (s aimost continu- 
ous, the rounds terminating when one 
man goes down. He has reen fights 
under the ladylike Queensberry rules 
with padded gloves and four-minute 
rounds. But the real Sght—-:he fight 
where crops out the primeval nan who 
is in all of us under the varnish of 
the rough-and-tumdle 

t 


Did you ever see a -and-tum- 
ble fight? It is not nice; it is not pret- 
ty. The London prige-ring the 
Queensberry fight—these are pink-tea 
tiffs compared to a rough-and-tumble 
fight. Did you ever see two quarrel- 
ing teamsters in a city street — 
rapidly from their wagon seats to set- 
tle the matter? If both are big men, 
— angry, both unscieatific, in atout 

hirty seconds they go down, they bite, 
they kick, they gouge, and esch head is 

mmered to a gory mass. They do 
— look nice. But it is genuine fight- 
ing. Did you ever see two deep-water 
sailors come ashore to have it out on 
the pler—men who have been nursing

a grudge for many weary months at 


sea? If you have, then you have 
seen a real fight. Their thoughtful 
shipmates generally take away their 
knives, and they settle matters with 
bare knuckles. But if they are not 
English tars they speedily abandon the 
rules pf the prize ring, and fight any 
way; then it 1 rough-and-tum- 
ble, and it is nét pretty. 

Fighting Means Savagery. 

Do you know that, up to a very re- 
cent period, Americans of Anglo-Saxon 
blood fought fights that were “foul” 
under prize-ring rules? Do you know 
that in the Colonial times the favorite 
fight was the rough-and-tumble? Do 
you know that the village bullies, in 
the peaceful days before the Revolu- 
tion, wore their thumb-nalils long to 
gouge out opponents’ eyes? Do you 
know that t favorite method of 
fighting in those days was “below the 
belt“ —that the blow which now 2 — 
barred as “foul,” under 
rulem was the favorite blow? And ao 
you know that the favorite end of a 
fight was mayhem?—which is now «a 
felony under our laws. If you do not 
believe this, read McMaster’s history of 
the American people. It is a true his- 
—4 and McMaster is « true Ameri- 


* vou remember hat only a couple 
of centuries ago, our race in England 
flayed, tortured, and .disemboweled 
political adversaries? Do vou know 
that they chopped traitors into four 
quarters, and hung up their remains 
in public places like butchers* meat? 
Do you know that it is less than two 
centuries since rebels’ heads ornament- 
ed Temple Bar, in London town? Do 
you know that it is less than that since 
our American ancestors drowned 
witches and bored red-hot irons 
through Quakers’ tongues? Do 


all these savage instincts? ‘Tt you so 
helieve, how do you reeoncile your be- 
lief with the negro burnings in the 
United States ‘uring the last five 
years? > 


Artificial Rules Don’t Go. 
However men may surround thelr 


* Fnghts, personal or national, with rules, 


they can not maintain those rules. 
What is the highest form of fighting? 
It ie the duel between individuals. 
Strict are the rules of the code ducilo, 
whether the fight be with pistols or 
swords. Yet the history of the duello 
teems with accusations of — 
of unfairness, of violation of the code 
with tales of the treacherous coup de 
Jarnac, of the “coward’s thrust’ made 
under the opponent's guard, of the se- 
cret bottcs of the professional duelists. 
Only a year or two ago in Paris, a duel 
teok place in which Duelist A, men- 
aced by B's nt, seized it with his left 
hand, thereby wounding his palm but 
raving his life. Out of this grew ac- 
— — 
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cusations of unfairness, cowardice, 
treachery, which led to at least a dosen 
duels between the disagreeing gentle- 
men. Finally, Alfonso de Aldama, at 
that time chief bully of Paris, offefed 
to fight any duelist who differed with 
him, and allow the other to grasp his 
sword-point if he chose. No one ac- 
cepted, and the discussion ceased. But 
such discussions have always preva!!- 
ed. * the most famous duel in the 
history of California, that between 
Broderick and Terry. For half a cen- 
tury accusations of treachery have 
been made—whispers of the “trick of 
the t „ doubts as to whether 
aoe was not “foully done to 

We are not here discussing the truth 
of these accusations. We are pointing 
out that whenever there is a fight, in- 
dividual or national, men will seek to 
compass the destruction of the enemy, 


Little Picture of Our Civil War. 


If, when men fight under the code 
duello, they forget its artificial rules. 
what may de expected when they —_ 
with opponents who recognise 
rules? Even in wars between highly 
civilized nations, even in wars between 
brothers of the same race, there occur 
continual violations of the so-called 
“rules of war.” Let us recall a few.

War ts organized cruelty. War is 
cruel not only to the enemy, it is cruel 
to the friend. The Union men in the 
border States during our Civil War 
had much to suffer from both sides, 
as the contending armies swayed back 
and forth. Kentucky, Maryland, Penn- 
syivania—in these and other States 
there were many Union men who suf- 
fered from the operations of the Union 


armies. 

And it armes are often necessarily 
cruel to combatants, the officers of 
armies are often necessarily cruel to 
thelr own men. In the interests of 
discipline they are forced to buck and 
gag them, to hang them = by the 
thumbs, to shoot them if need be.

The 
French troops were supported by the 
people of Bazeilles, who continued to 
fire from their houses upon the Ger- 
man troops, even after the place had 
been occupied. As inhuman  cruelities 
had been inflicted upon the German 
wounded left in the houses during the 
battle, the enraged Bavarians burned 
down nearly the whole village, stood 
up the captured inhabitants against the 
house walls, and shot them without 
form of trial. Several women who had 
been conspicuous in torturing the Ger- 
man wounded were promptly shot 
without trial.” 

Thére are awful stories told by the 
French themselves of the § irregular 
body known as the Francs Tireurs, and 
of the acts committed by them upon 
German soldiers. French writers have 
boasted that at times the Francs 
Tireurs put Uhlans to death with tor- 
ture. There are even stories told of 
German soldiers, who were turned over 
by the Francs Tireurs to the peasant 

women, being mutilated, and burned 
to death with coal-oll.

No one has been found w 
ever saw King, and the only knowledge 
of him comes through Hinckley’s con- 
versations and correspondence with his 
wife. He was always referred to as a 
man of seeming integrity, and the 
proposition he presented to the attor- 
ney Was looked on as sound and prom- 
ising of rich urns. 

Hinckley made his preparations for 
an absence of two weeks, arranging 
his business affairs carefully for the 
brief vacation, and just before is 
departure he made an engagement to 
meet Judge Trask in San Francisco 
about the 24th or 25th inst., and to 
return with him to Los 

Mrs. Hinckley received two letters 
from her husband after his departure, 
the last being dated on the morning of

Hinckley’s moral character was 
above reproach.

He 
was attorney for the League of Amer- 
ican Wheelmen and had a good private 
practice at the bar. There was noth- 
ing about his circumstances or the 
character of the man that would lead 
to the suspicion that his disappearance 
was voluntary, or that he exposed him- 
self to foul play through iIndtecretion.

Linares robbery trial. | 

The law on which an accusation is to 
be based against Taylor, says Rogers, is 
section 772 of the Penal Code, as fol- 
lows: “When an accusation in writ- 
ing, verified by the oath of any per- 
son, is presented to a Superior Court, 
alleging that any officer, within the 
jurisdiction of the court, has refused 
or neglected to perform the official 
duties pertaining to his office, the 
court must cite the party charged to 
appear before the court at a time not 
more than ten days nor less than five 
days from the time the accusation 
was presented, and on that day or 
some other subsequent day not more 
than twenty days from that on which 
the accusation was presented, must 
proceed to hear in a summary manner 
the accusation and the answer and 
evidence offered by the party accused, 
and if on such hearing it appears that 
the charge is sustained, the court must 
enter a decree that the party accused 
be deprived of his office and must 
enter a judgment for $500 in favor of 
the informer and such costs as are al- 
lowed in civil cases.” 

Taylor testified in the Linares case 
that he was present when the defend- 
ant gave Henry Fisher, the junk Jew, 
a beating. and yet he did not make 
any arrest, but left the Jew, bruised 
and bleeding, without rendering him 
any assistance. When asked if he 
saw the offense. Taylor said no, his 
head was turned in the other direc- 
tion, When asked why he had not 
arrested Linares, he replied that no- 
body asked him to do 80. 

This, it is contended, was base neg- 
lect of official duty. 

So incensed was the Linares jury at 
Taylors action on the occasion that 
a “round-robm” was signed by the 
jurors, who, ct the conclusion of the 
trial, went in a body to the Sheriff's 
office and demanded his discharge as 
a deputy. Taylor had testified that, 
besides being constable, he was «a 
deputy under Sheriff Hammel. What 
action the Sheriff will take in the 
premises, is not yet announced. In 
justice to the office, however, it is 
to be said that Taylor is not a reg- 
ular attaché—merely “deputy by com- 
pliment,” in case of emergencies. He 
receives no salary, other than that of 
a constable.
